TYRRELL HISTORY 


By John A. Tyrrell- retyped by Marilyn Maloney 


It has been my great pleasure to be in 
contact with John A. Tyrrell by the internet. 
He has been so gracious to share family 
stories and information on his grandparents 
Tyrrell who lived on Lost Creek Road. I hope 
you will enjoy this information as much as I 
have. 


John H. & Arletta Tyrrell (grandparents) 
homesteaded up Lost Creek Road. They had 
3 boys, John ‘Jack’, Arden and Ivan, also two 
girls, Allie (Frank Farlow) and Margaret 
(Herman Myers Jr.). Arden Tyrrell, (father to 
John A. writing these stories), also 
homesteaded in the Lost Creek area above 
his parents place. 


John wishes to express that these ‘stories’ 
have been passed down by voice and 


therefore he has no way of proving their 
accuracy. 


John states that his father had very little to 
share about his early years. He does know 
that his father and grandfather did not ‘see 
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eye to eye’ on a lot of things. A few of these 
differences are written here. 


John's writings: Dad never smoked, but his 
dad loaded up his ‘chew’ before getting out of 
bed AND packed his pipe with the same 
tobacco. At the last moment, after sitting 
down for breakfast, he spit his chew ina 
handy can, laid the pipe alongside his plate 
and, immediately after finishing breakfast, he 
‘reloaded’ and set out to work. Nightfall 
reversed the program. 


Dad would never drink any alcoholic 
beverage, not even medicine that contained 
any. Grandfather did make use of some 
products a mite further back in the hills, 
ONLY for ‘cold‘ medicine. According to my 
dad that ‘cold’ lasted all year long. My 
grandfather lived to his late 80's. 


I was told by dad that he attended school at 
Lost Creek, taking almost 12 years to 
complete 8 grades. No state or government 
financial aid was available then and when the 
local funds were used up most of the 
teachers went home. He said that some 
years school only lasted about 3 or 4 months. 
Dad remembered riding with his dad in a 
wagon to take one young lady teacher home. 
She lived in a small settlement called 
Asbestoses, named for that source of 
‘miracle’ mineral. It was located above Rogue 
River and Wimer. 


My mother, Hazel (Colson) graduated from 
the University of South Dakota and landed 
her first and only job teaching in the Lost 
Creek School. That is until dad met her, fell in 
love and took her away from a career of 
teaching. She died of cancer when I was 
about 2 years of age and remained dad’s only 
love until he passed away in 1960! 


(Memory #1) The Tyrrell boys were on their

way home from school and were joined by a 
fellow student, whose family was of strong, 
traditional German descent. They lived on 
nature’s bounty and often invited the Tyrrell 
boys in for samples of their mother’s cooking. 
One day the house was empty; all the family 
were out doing chores and their friend invited 
them in. The large cast iron pan on top of the 
stove was simmering with the best smelling 
meat and their generous friend said, “Have a 
piece, help yourselves, there’s way more’n 
we'll need for supper!” Later, they found out 
that the rabbit ‘look-a-like’ was indeed skunk, 
rendering the fat for who knows what use. 
The brothers were not pleased! Evidently 
they allowed it to show. Later they began to 
regret their poor manners and found a way to 
make amends. After school they took their 
favorite trail that wound along the side of a 
small stream and saw their opportunity 
surveying its kingdom. The ‘granddaddy’ of all 
skunks ignored the boys, feeling secure, 
aware of its reputation. 


Plans ranging from complex in detail to 
simple, trusting in superior intelligence and 
three or more boys to one skunk. Simple, of 
course, won out. We believe it was the 
eldest, Jack, who knew that if the hind legs 
were caught and held tightly together the 
skunk would be helpless, unable to release 
the ‘stink’. He claimed that honor. It will 
never be known whether or not this would 
prove true. The boys all threw their weight 
upon the skunk and found out the hard way 
that an undercut sand bank would not 
support the boys and skunk. The skunk 
easily won. The boys dove into the water, 
stripping their clothing off and in desperation 
buried them in the sand and made their way 
carefully, ‘buck naked’, home. Weeks later 
the clothing was still rank, stinking and finally 
abandoned. 


(Memory #2) The fall season ending and 
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feeling the onset of winter always meant an 
appearance of several Indian families 
expecting to ‘winter over’ and that included 
food for them. Grandfather (John H. Tyrrell) 
planted a small area with corn intended for 
the Indian’s use. Corn was fine, but more 
was needed; meat. As dad (Arden M. Tyrrell) 
reached his early teen years that became his 
responsibility. 

(This small ruminant of an unknown tribe had 
no weapons and lacked the manpower or 
ability to hunt and kill the meat needed for 
cold weather survival.) Arden was in for an 
education for the gun provided was an old 
single shot 12 gauge shotgun and the 
ammunition were solid slugs! Brass shells 
were treasured and saved for reloading. 


(Memory #3) With the better part of the first 
winter gone, Arden became satisfied with his 
hunting powers and tried a smaller target, 
likely a gray squirrel, and was apparently 
successful because he got carried away and 
used up several shells. This was not good! 
Shells had to be accounted for. Using one 
without game to show for it required some 
very good answers! He had a better idea. 
He knew where the powder and shot were 
kept and had watched his dad do the job. 
Only one important little thing had escaped 
his attention. 1. The brass shell. 2. The 
powder. 3. The ‘wadding’. 4. The slug shot. 
Powder packed down and the slug crimped 
over made for a mightily powerful ‘kick’. With 
all the half dozen or more reloaded and 
placed in the rack with the other loaded 
shells, he felt confident and ‘purty sharp’. 
Until, that is, his dad went out hunting for 
some ‘house meat’. 


His dad came home, shoulder in pain and 
temper at boiling point! Arden was called out 
and asked, “How many?” Not so certain 
anymore, Arden very softly admitted, “Six or 
more”. As ordered, he brought all the ones

he had reloaded. His dad handed him the 
gun and one shell saying, “Load the shell and 
shoot the gun!” “At what?” The whole south 


end of the county must have heard, “I don’t 


give a hoot, just shoot the thing!” Arden, with 
ears ringing, brain back in place, and eyes 
open, found himself flat on his back, the gun 
just beyond reach, looking up into hot and 
still angry eyes and heard, “Take the gun! 
Load the shell! And SHOOT.” 


At least six times this was repeated! Arden 
then learned how to properly load shells. 
Years later, as he ‘confessed’ this story to me, 
I’m certain he still felt the pain! 
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Note: There is a story on the swing board at 

the Pioneer Hall that tell of the Tyrrell’s 
having a Manganese Mine on their property. 
Also the ‘A Journey Back’ by Barbara Hegne 
tells of this mine.

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Rosemarie “Rosie” Short 
(Medford Mail Tribune May 8,2011) 


Rosie Short was born on June 24, 1928, in 
Beecher City, IL. She passed away peacefully 
at her Central Point home, her son and 
daughter at her side, on Easter Sunday, April 
24, 2011. 


Rosie was the daughter of Floyd and Dolly 
Ireland. When she was four the family left 
Illinois and moved to Oregon. At 17 Rosie 
met and fell in love with William “Bill” Short, a 
20 year old returning war veteran with a 
Bronze Star and a Purple Heart. They 
married in April 1946 and in March of the 
following year their first child, Sharon, was 
born. Rosie and Bill bought a lot in Eagle 
Point and, using reclaimed lumber from Camp 
White, they built a modest house with their 
own two hands. There they had two sons, 
Steve, born 1948, and Gary, born 1954. 


In the early 1960’s the Short family moved to 
Crescent City, CA., where Bill started fishing 
and Rosie worked for 14 years as a teacher's 
aide; a job she found particularly rewarding 
because of her love of children. 


Bill and Rosie retired in 1988, but three years 
later, at ages 66 and 63, they decided to buy 
a small farm in Sams Valley, OR. and return 
to the country life they had enjoyed in 
childhood. Despite the hard work, Rosie 
loved the peaceful life and animals in the 
country. In 1997 tragedy struck when Rosie’s 
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son, Steve, died saving a young man from 
drowning. In 2005 Bill succumbed to cancer. 
Rosie started life anew in Central Point, but 
shortly after moving discovered she herself 
had cancer. She battled the disease for more 
than five years with characteristic optimism, 
courage, determination and abiding faith. 


Rosie enjoyed reading, painting, gardening, 
teaching Sunday school and writing poetry. 
Motivated by the death of her son, Steve, she 
started writing hymns in the latter years of 
her life. Her family privately published ten of 
her hymns in a book entitled Echoes From My 
Heart. 


In addition to her son and daughter, and their 
spouses, Debbie and Dale, Rosie is survived 
by six grandchildren and ten great- 
grandchildren. She will be greatly missed by 
her many friends and family, and eternally 
loved. 


She was interred in the family plot at the 
Rock Point Pioneer Cemetery. A service 
celebrating her life was held at the Lake 
Creek Pioneer Hall on Sunday, May 22, at 
3:00 p. m, officiated by Assistant Pastor Eric 
McDonald of the Table Rock Bible Church, 
Central Point, OR. In lieu of flowers, the 
family requests that donations be made to St. 
Jude Children’s Research Hospital, to other 
cancer research organizations, or to an 
organization assisting veterans.
